He JAPAN MAIL” ON EXTERRITORIALITY, 
We have often uotioed bow, in ite 
exertions on behalf of the Ja;

No, it was impossible, for on 
its way it could meet neither with Jupiter, 
nor with any other of the further planets, 
Now, whon it was no more thought of, 
on the evening of the 27th November, 
1872, a true “shower of shooting atars”

Fi 
at Rome, numbered 13,892 meteors 
at Moncalieri 33,4005 in Euglaud oue ob- 
server alone saw 10,579 of them ; on the 
hole their number was estimated 160,000, 
d they burst in all directions from the 
same spot of the sky, near the fine atar 
Gamma d’Audromdde.
